The principal, chief pilot, purposes steer her 
charges into safe harbor progress. Each teacher 
the school corps, following the principal’s rules, 
manager her own class unit the school plan, 
and the same time, she stamps her individuality 
upon the class surely does the principal upon the 
entire school. The pupils, graded according age and 
mental ability, show their general conduct the 
principal’s influence throughout. their habits 
attention, they demonstrate the teacher’s classroom 
training. Well prompted, they learn that perform- 
ing their allotted tasks they further their own progress, 
and obedience all things shall added unto them. 
Under the teacher’s tactful leadership, they will re- 
spond with alacrity her duty cultivating loyal 
spirit for school and class. 

Generally speaking, every establishment reflects the 
dominance its manager. critical visitor school 
atmosphere the building. will rightly credit the 
principal for its cleanliness, ventilation, and lighting. 
The quality the work exercised the caretakers 
janitors and will indicate the principal’s 
outlook for the physical welfare her assistants and 
their young charges. The same visitor, his way 
through the school building, casual meeting with 
teacher pupils, may take notice the teacher’s 
poise, well the conduct the pupils work 
play. Would not judge principal lack 
stability management should her school noisy, 
the pupils disobedient, and the teachers indifferent 
the other hand, quiet atmosphere testifies 
the principal’s reposeful method government.

lies, therefore, the principal’s power train 
the teachers with her loyally that 
her absence the routine faithfully handled. Her 
preliminary consideration should the physical wel- 
fare the workers. principal who judges her assist- 
ants the light her own experience will know that 
she cannot expect superior work from teacher handi- 
capped unsuitable classroom conditions, 
physical strain caused overwork. Certainly for 
the school’s best interest that the principal conserve 
the teacher’s energy, and rightly expect her best efforts 
class management. Routine duty, reports, detailed 
statistics, should timed not interrupt 
lessons, endangering progress. 

One the chief aims the principal protect 
her teachers much can consistently done from 
everything that may tend interfere with 
highest efficiency teaching. Whenever possible the 
principal, upholding the teacher, should relieve her 
from trying adjust difficulties with irate parent. 
parents’ meeting called once month should give 
ample opportunity for interviews with the teachers 
when delinquencies may discussed. the princi- 
pal’s discretion, when the teachers have spent half 
hour with the parents their class pupils, the parents 
remain for social time with one another, induce- 
ment which will increase attendance. 
worthy the title, will concentrate the progress 
the pupils, and the important duty guiding 
the teachers methods for the betterment in- 
struction. 


The Helpful Principal 


order secure this progress, principal must 
educated the various methods, and the many 
devices available for the help the class teacher. Her 
duty ascertain where and how she can 
service, how she can helpful leader rather than 
harsh critic. she, herself, experienced teacher, 
she will the more readily understand the classroom 
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teacher’s problem. Besides, advance the cause, 
principal must well acquainted with her teaching 
corps, the type class for which each one best 
adapted, and the amount responsibility she can 
place upon them individually, and body. She must 
have thorough knowledge the syllabus grades, 
and inspect the teacher’s working plans submitted 
her bidding. 

General and specific instruction all activities may 
introduced the bimonthly conference principal 
with teachers. these conferences, real constructive 
help should given, for which the principal should 
well prepared. Fault-finding conferences accomplish 
nothing, though errors may discussed without caus- 
ing injured feelings. Constructive criticism, naturally, 
will based upon the needs observed, felt, and 
should either indicate better ways lead hard 
thinking about commendable action. Teachers should 
leave these conferences with revived feeling abil- 
ity gain mastery over difficulties. principal should 
qualified arouse her teacher zeal vigorous 
she herself displays. 

for the inexperienced teacher, she may require 
more help than others. important, therefore, that 
she started right. rests with the principal bring 
out her talent, and make her one the best, 
she can allow the teacher struggle along, confirmed 
faulty procedure, lose enthusiasm, harming pupils 
and the school. For the beginning teacher, private 
criticism sometimes effective. account should 
any teacher criticized corrected the presence 
the pupils; this method disheartening, and lowers 
the teacher’s status the minds the children. 
the principal’s duty sustain the young teacher’s 
courage, and show confidence that teacher’s abil- 
ity for ultimate success. the principal keeps her 
under special observation, she will quickly detect and 
ward off trouble before becomes serious. Model 
lessons given the principal, notably efficient 
teacher, will much insure uniform results. The 
principal should resourceful finding ways and 
means for improving young teacher. 


Don’t Spoil Recreation 

Where teachers live community, convents, 
not advisable discuss class matters during the 
teachers’ rightfully earned relaxing periods. The mind 
will stand only certain amount pressure and needs 
rest from vocational worries. Therefore, keep the 
teachers good physical condition, principal will 
not enforce duties which shorten the hour recreation. 
The principal who inspires confidence will find that 
her teachers will ask for solution problems difficult 
handle alone. Many teacher owes her success 
the timely suggestion tactful, sympathetic superior. 


Conserve Individuality 

wise principal will exert every effort improve 
teacher’s habits work; she realizes that improve- 
ment the class, unit, benefits the entire school. 
not meant, however, that teacher and her class 
automatic for the sake the school; the teacher 
chief her own domain, and should show initiative 
teaching, inventing devices, varying her methods 
imparting information, and obtaining the best 
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results from her class. She liberty study out 
the whys and wherefores, unwilling follow the path 
least resistance blindly accepting everything. 


Maintaining Standards 

After all, school may evince good management 
the general atmosphere, discipline, respect for 
authority, conscientious teaching, and yet found 
wanting progress. When principal decides that 
retardation great, she will well hold purpose- 
ful investigation. She will curious know whether 
she the teachers are fault. Her first move 
series tests the routine instruction. This 
testing may means improving the quality 
teaching. The teachers are informed the major 
points emphasis for the system whole. the 
use tests, renewed interest and the spirit research 
developed. The teacher scrutinizes her work, and 
records open-minded, she interested 
adequate proofs condition.

for specific subjects, arithmetic, spelling, reading, 
and the rest, there are many devices for rapid progress 
each.

For the children with quick apprehension, she forms 
what are known rapid-advancement classes with 
course studying for rapid progress, skipping grades.

Possibly, the stronger teacher each grade may 
assigned the slow-progress pupils, but would 
unfair continue such assignment. Taking turns 
the best way enlivening teacher’s interest. 

Later on, may found that there are still some 
few pupils who fail progress with the class. They 
may quiet and orderly enough, obedient, indus- 
triously clever, able perform errands, yet in- 
capable concentrating upon mental tasks. These 
pupils should reported for ungraded courses 
study after examination the psychologist 
entirely unfit for the classroom account physical 
and mental habits, listed institution cases, hopeless 
educating for good citizenship. The ungraded chil- 
dren become useful society, are taught exercise 
their minds study, and industrial tasks, which 
encourages them acquire any knowledge 
whereas left their indifference progress, who 
can say what might happen ruin their lives, and 
distress their families? thus weeding out the 
handicaps progress, the principal benefits her 
school, helps the teachers, and bestows blessing upon 
the children. With her school good working order, 
she can more easily devote the greater part her time 
pedagogical supervision. Her cheerful interest all 
activities will induce the teaching corps please.

Frequent 
research for new ideas must improve 
mind well the teacher’s. principal small 
school, any school small town, might double 
the classes order allow two the teachers 
visit another town.

has been said that the chief inefficiency reli- 
gious teachers the lack that rich knowledge that 
comes from broad and persistent reading. conse- 
quence, there too much reliance placed upon stated 
opinions, and therefore too little originality views. 
perfect her methods, relieve herself from rut, 
teacher needs study schoolroom experiences 
the light pedagogical literature. Writers and pub- 
lishers awake sale conditions, are now pushing 
ahead supply the teachers religious schools with 
professional works. The progressive reader will keep 
reference file prepared from her readings and obser- 
vations notes, clippings, pictures. Where there 
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system library convenience, principal would 
well exert herself collect good professional books, 
magazines, and any reading matter which will educate 
the teacher. For the religious teacher, the library, after 
the chapel, should the best-loved place the con- 
vent, the best workshop the cloister. the 
library, the teachers gain new inspiration for their 
duties, and not few among them may encouraged 
express writing their own discoveries. 

progressive teacher will not rely solely upon the 
principal’s guidance; she will improve her scholarship 
individual research study. She must consider that 
principal can give more than casual attention 
the successful teachers. Her duties head the 
school are many-sided. The class teacher knows little 
about the manifold demands upon principal’s time 
that intervene the midst pedagogical functions. 
principal feels oftentimes she were mere clerk, 
with this and that report make out, which can 
done one else the school, certificates all 
the teachers, letters parents, 
complaints building departments, and greatest 
all, interruptions and the audiences she must give 
the privacy her office. 

If, like one the late presidents the United 
States, principal could limit the duration 
audience, she would have less trouble with interrup- 
tions, but seems impossible methodical when 
all sorts visitors request interviews. Social workers 
call for information about pupils whose parents are 
listed for charitable assistance.

Setting example orderly 
habits, she will lead without driving, will induce her 
teachers expeditious, saving their own time and 
that others, will able guide them simplify- 
ing the mechanism classroom procedure. evi- 
dent, then, that principal’s chief asset her exec- 
utive ability. Certainly she should aim 
scholarship, specializing psychology know char- 
acter; nevertheless, though she may not great 
scholar even the least her teachers, she may 
have superior talent for school management. 

Personality stands above education, may note 
every day the week among our neighbors. princi- 
pal known for her simple courtesy, her approachable 
manner, her sympathy and understanding, her cheer- 
ful kindliness need not fear the result her school 
management. She infuses herself into the beings 
around her and through them into the general atmos- 
phere the school. 
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may considered most alluring from 
esthetic standpoint and most embracing 
extent.* 

starting point, will define liturgy act 
public worship. The liturgy has its laws and canons. 
is, may say, beautiful picture the framing 
which heaven and earth has taken part. The knowl- 
edge the liturgy derived from most authentic 
sources; namely, the Gregorian, the Gelasian, and 
Leonine Sacramentaries, well the Ordines Romani 
and the Missal. The domain liturgy unsurpassed 
range any other science. Whatever most sub- 
lime and beautiful our religion expressed the 
liturgy and especially the singing the chants, 
and harmonic and polyphonic music, closely 
united with the chant. With each act, each integral 
part this public worship the various phases, there 
accompaniment, musical setting. This setting 
developed from the earliest ages adaptation 
already existing organism new circumstances and 
requirements. presupposes liturgical and musical 
order which remains all essential points unchanged 
throughout the centuries. 

The style the musical setting both form and 
design the Gregorian chant. This form music was 
the sole type music used down the tenth century 
when simple harmony was introduced. the succeed- 
ing centuries counterpoint and polyphony were made 
use of. 

The question is, how are present this vast 
combination liturgical acts with their various ac- 
companiments the children, for with them must 
commence establish tradition and build solid 
foundation. Two main avenues approach must 
followed theory and practice. 

The Gregorian chant, Plain chant, also 
called, differs fundamentally from modern music 
its rhythm, notation, and scales. Due this fact, the 
chant should must studied according its own 
definite and precise rules technique, and not accord- 
ing the forms modern music. Books modern 
notation should not the hands the teacher. 

The teacher must know the theory the chant 
before attempting teach the pupils school, 
group for special choir work. not difficult 
matter. During the past few years many textbooks, 
presenting great difficulty, have been published, 
especially the Gregorian Text Book Dom Sunol, 
O.S.B. Aided phonographic records made Soles- 
mes and the Pius choir school Manhattenville, 
Y., the teacher should make rapid progress 
mastering the chant. Some time ago Sister com- 
plained that the children her class could not learn 
the Mass the Angels. Why? Because after three 
lessons she endeavored impart her knowledge.

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The principle objection raised teaching the chant 
children this: Can the children read from 
Gregorian notation? This means necessary 
the beginning the work. The teacher may explain 
the grouping the different neums into two’s and 
three’s (binarys and ternarys), and the children may 
then, from the teacher’s directing chironomy, feel 
and follow readily the Gregorian rhythm. 

Pieces should not taught without first acquaint- 
ing the children with the modal scale which the 
Motet Mass written. Here again the keynote must 
simplicity. modern music have two great 
divisions, called the major and the minor. each 
general division the major and minor scales 
have multitude subdivisions; namely, diatonic, 
enharmonic chromatic scales. Gregorian chant em- 
ploys only the diatonic scale its eight modes with 
the introduction one accidental flat. last 
word this paragraph, let simplicity reign supreme. 

The second phase emphasized the teaching 
the chant the correct pronunciation the Latin. 
All texts are Latin. Children find difficulty 
reading the Latin, understanding it, but the 
pronunciation presents difficulty account our 
incorrect pronunciation our own tongue, with its 
manifold changes quantity, and the open and 
closed vowels. 

The rules for the pronunciation the ecclesiastical 
Latin are extremely simple. For the vowel sounds 
have one rule with one exception. All the five vowel 
sounds are long even the monosyllabic words. The 
one exception that, when the vowel followed 
two like consonants, the vowel short; for instance, 
tollis and dimittis. These rules are found the 
Gregorian Text Book Dom Sunol. The children 
should taught the English translation the Latin 
hymns, and the translation the Proper the Mass. 
The Common usually presents difficulty. The chil- 
dren have knowledge this, least, from their 
classes religion. 

much for theory, now for the practice. What 
will the children sing? This question paramount 
importance. The greatest act Christian worship 
the Holy Sacrifice the Mass, Missa Pontificalis, 
Missa Solemnis, Missa Cantata, Missa Lecta. have 
enumerated them from the point view solemnity. 
Missa Pontificalis rarely heard the West, 
Missa Solemnis but three four times year, Missa 
Cantata perhaps more frequently, and the 
Lecta, the rule. 

The children should taught the musical setting 
for the high Mass its entirety, the Proper Pro- 
prium Missae and the Common Ordinarium Missae. 
return the old order things and conform 
ourselves the mind the Church, the children 
before all else should taught the Mass. 
easy talk provided the teacher equipped and is, 
course, liturgically minded, and not overwhelmed 
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constant Novenas. The Proper almost always 
omitted and the Common the Mass sung 
slovenly manner; this, howeyer, due many in- 
stances poor accompaniment. 

Except for occasional Missa Cantata gen- 
erally have the low Mass. For this 
hymns are generally sung either Latin Eng- 
lish both. The first rule that the liturgical cycle 
should followed with its well-defined hymnody 
perfect accord, both regarding the style and the music 
the text. The Christmas cycle embracing Advent, 
Christmas, Epiphany; the Lenten cycle Eastertide, 
Pentecost, etc. 

should conform strictly the hymns contained 
the Liber Usualis Processiones Ssmi Sacra- 
menti. The “White List” published the Society 
Saint Gregory will give list hymn books which are 
allowed. These books will give ample scope the 
variety hymns both Latin and the vernacular. 

Too much time, believe, wasted teaching the 
children hymns sung the children’s Mass 
Sunday. What refer the general assembly held 
each week when the entire school taken for practice. 
The teaching the Sunday hymns should allotted 
the teacher teachers music the classroom. 
The hymns selected for Sunday should all means 
part the music course given the classroom, 
which presupposes attention given vocal production, 
correct pronunciation both Latin and English, and 
explanation: why the hymn sung, who 
the composer, and its place the liturgy. general 
rehearsal once month should suffice. 

The hymns should restricted number, and the 
same standard hymns often repeated. The hymns 
should taken from the rich treasury the universal 
Church and not confined the “compilation” one 
particular religious order. The latter savors provin- 
cialism and adverse the mind the Church. The 
music contained these hymn books for the most 
part extremely bad, not composed ecclesiastical 
style, hardly ever modal construction, and times 
sentimental and emotional. not think, however, that 
modern music forbidden. The “Motu Proprio” 
Pope Pius promulgated March 22, 1903, states that 
“the Church has always recognized and favored the 
progress the arts, admitting the service religion 
everything good and beautiful discovered genius 
the course the ages, always, however, with due 
regard for liturgical laws.” 

The Church has her traditional hymns, Hymns 
SS. Hilary, Ambrose, Augustine, Fortunatus, Isidore 
Seville, and those especially St. Thomas 
Aquinas written the request Pope Urban for 
the Feast Corpus Christi: namely, the Pange Lin- 
gua, Sacris Solemnis, Verbun Supernum, Lauda Sion, 
and Adoro Devote. Other hymns may mention 
are the Vexilla Regis, Stabat Mater, Rorate Coeli, 
Desuper, Attende Domine, Parce Domine, Veni 
Creator, and Veni Sancte Spiritus. These hymns, 
rule, are not commonly heard, yet they form part 
the liturgy and are liturgical hymns par excellence, 
when many hymns honor the saints are mere 
trash, but occupy important place the anthology 
hvmn books published certain religious com- 
munities. 


Pope Pius his Apostolic Constitutions 
Cultus Sanctitatem” (dealing with daily increasing 
fervor the Liturgy, Gregorian chant, and Sacred 
Music) exhorts the faithful participate more 
actively Divine Worship, and, accomplish this 
end, tells that Gregorian chant should restored.

alternate singing with the priests according 
prescribed forms.” this happy event, should not 
find the people making response, only murmur, 
the public prayers the liturgy the vernacular. 

accomplish this, the work teaching liturgical 
music must started and continued through the 
grades, high schools, and colleges. paragraph 
the Divini Cultus Sanctitatem, our present Holy 
Father says, “The efforts the clergy should 
exerted this end. Bishops, course, 
ordinaries should lead the way, that they may them- 
selves, through others, who are trained specially 
for it, care for the liturgical and musical instruction 
the people since much connected with Chris- 
tian doctrine. This will more easily accomplished 
instruction liturgical chant, especially school. 
Moreover, the communities religious Sisters and 
pious women, should alert attain this end 
the various institutions which have been intrusted 
them for education and instruction.”

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Results Pupil’s Own 
Failure Luvella Kregel Reschke 


Editor’s Note. This is a characteristically helpful and constructive article 
by Mrs. Reschke. It comes directly from the classroom. It is suggestive in 
many ways beyond the immediate points which it makes and technique 
which illustrates. heartily commended our readers helpful 
promoting that healthy self-study and self-criticism which education should 
cultivate the individual. 

object giving this self-diagnosis for failure was 
namely, give the student opportunity 

identify and analyze his difficulties impartially and 
impersonally, that may consciously make such changes 
benefit him most; give the teacher index the 
various contributing causes from the child’s point view 
that the teacher may understand the child and his needs more 
intelligently. 

The results the Own Failure Diagnosis” are quite 
obvious. They bring out the fact that there are many con- 
tributing causes for failure which educational remedies 
can applied. The average number reactions per student 

Teachers are likely give stereotype explanations for 
failure such “poor foundation” with- 
out considering the emotional physical side the student 
his home environment. They generally form their conclu- 
sions from external evidences pupil reactions only and 
not take time inquire the motives, desires, and urges 
that prompted the reactions. behooves the teacher 
less hasty her conclusions because there are many immediate 
and remote causes for failure. analyzing carefully the true 
causes, both teacher and student are led see their own 
peculiarities and idiosyncrasies which are obstacles student 
adjustment and happiness. 

The students’ reactions the whole seem represent their 
honest opinions. For example, one the schools, ad- 
mitted that they were unreliable (copy cheat) while the 
frequency the teachers’ reasons for failure these stu- 
dents showed only two. Under Yourself, are per cent 
the total reactions, under Home, per cent, and School, 
per cent. The students evidently made sincere attempt 
analyzing their shortcomings and did not generally project 
their difficulties upon the teacher school. 

The students considered 
greatest handicap, and very slowly,” index in- 
ability, fifth place among the causes for failure. Teachers 
need not discouraged over this situation but should accept 
these facts challenge help make the adjustment 
applying specific educational remedies each student. 
worth the effort for the teacher make each failure case 
individual study and let each pupil feel that the teacher 
interested him personally and separately from the group. 
This failure diagnosis will give the teacher many such oppor- 
tunities for contact. The glorious fact remembered 
that the mind constant condition growth and that 
kind but firm guidance from day day cannot but help 
gradually increase the skills and powers and change personality 
for good.

Before you seek write, learn first think. Boileau. 
word compose means put together, construct. 
When musician composes piece music, puts 
together sounds expressed notes; when the author 
composes story, puts together ideas expressed 
words. 

Composition one the few regular school subjects that 
teaches child practical work. Clearness, unity, and 
coherence thought and arrangement; force, expressiveness, 
picturesqueness, naturalness, and ease language are quali- 
ties that English teacher should endeavor develop 
her students’ composition work. order attain these quali- 
ties, the teacher’s first aim should that training the child 
organize his thoughts; sift his material, seize upon the 
essentials, arrange his material logical and effective order, 
and paragraph thoughtfully. 


Story 

The best method procedure starting oral composition 
work for teacher begin with some experience her 
own. usually begin composition work playing game 
that call “spinning yarns.” choose topic that would 
interest all; one that all could freely contribute to. 
the children wish choose some other topic, give the 
majority their choice.

relating their own personal interests, short dramatizations, 
and short lectures correlated subjects. very wide-awake 
and enthusiastic teacher can work her composition classes 
correlating them with other subjects that the children are 
interested in. This little device brought much success 
carrying over the pupils what aimed for from the very 
start individuality, freedom expression, and last but not 
least, interest composition work. 


Developing Subject 

also found this device beneficial and interesting sev- 
eral classes that have tried with: During the fall term, 
studied the life histories the local birds that had 
remained with all winter.

This 
lesson correlated with art will add interest living 
project. Pictures these birds can painted sketched 
and the compositions accompanied these pictures may 
arranged booklets and put exhibit. 
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Usually, after these bird studies, have assembly pro- 
gram bird lectures. get the colored slides from our 
museum and just the child delivering his lecture, picture 
this particular bird that talking about thrown upon 
the screen. slides are not available pictures may used 
instead. Our music stores supply with bird-call records too, 
have quite interesting program which lasts only 
few minutes and enjoyed all. 


Talks Students 


Every student should have plenty drill oral composi- 
tion. should required talk the class regular inter- 
vals about subjects that interest him. These short talks should 
given about once month and should criticized the 
teacher and the students; the teacher may sometimes 
necessary criticize the criticisms the students.

This grouping together offers opportunity for the expression 
all kinds adolescent interests. After this done, 
choose topic work on. Suppose that select Columbus 
playlet correlate with our history class. This little project

(His plans are rejected); the second group may take the sec-

such sentence sense, capitalization, outlining, and paragraph 
structure, are all important and given proper doses 
the proper time will develop all students keen interest 
all their written and oral work. During the oral composition 
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lessons, the teacher should aim produce the following 
results: (1) Quick thought, (2) accuracy, (3) power being 
brief and effective, (4) ability illustrate the blackboard 
necessary. 

develop any project composition, teacher should 
distinguish three purposes: (1) her own pedagogical purpose, 
(2) her pupils’ social share effectively with 
others what has composed, (3) the pupils’ rhetorical 
purpose express his ideas accordance with those prin- 
ciples composition which the teacher knows has his 
command. Webster. 

Written themes, like all oral compositions, should syste- 
matically organized according units when the topics are 
chosen. Teachers should insist that the beginning sentence 
always interesting. should attract the reader from the 
very start. Needless introductions should discouraged. The 
children should allowed choose their own topics for 
their written work just they for their oral work. this 
privilege allowed, the teacher will readily see that most 
their themes will based living experiences. This kind 
topic creates real desire for some sort expression. teacher 
should read short stories her class occasionally get the 
children interested and acquainted with good stories and 
good form. She should interested herself the children’s 
real interests and concerns she wants them write 
naturally. 

Every teacher should encourage her children keep list 
good things write about. The teacher herself should 
keep list that she may give suggestions when making her 
assignments.

Then 
lastly, should punctuate his sentences properly and should 
correct all errors according form and mechanics. good 
way look for errors form have the child read his 
theme aloud himself the class. naturally will want 
punctuation mark some kind where lets his voice 
pause, rise, fall. The teacher must insist that failure 
put period interrogation point their proper places 
are serious errors for junior-high-school students. 

alert teacher will soon detect that the compositions 
her unskilled writers will sometimes seem monotonous and 
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mechanical because the sentence structure lacks variety. She 
should guide the individual student use the four different 
kinds sentences according use, and also the three ac- 
cording form make his style writing more 
pleasing. 

Correcting Errors 

Now, for corrections, think that teacher should 
correct only one error time with her beginners. She 
should not correct everything that she thinks error, 
because some expressions that she may consider incorrect are 
only idioms. These, course, should not encouraged. 
The trouble with most teachers that they attempt correct 
too much once. better for teacher limit the length 
the themes than fill two-page theme with blue-pencil 
marks, because this very discouraging students. the 
teacher insists punctuation one week, then nothing more 
than punctuation should blue-penciled that week. the 
child knows that correct one mistake time, 
can begin habit success and mastery. Pupils should 
encouraged keep their returned compositions and refer 
them once while, but never under any consideration 
should child compelled rewrite theme account 
errors. himself decides that would like rewrite 
that can keep his notebook, should given 
credit for the effort that anticipating. This does not mean 
though, that teacher should accept hurriedly and carelessly 
written themes.

All up-to-date high schools 
teach four years literature and composition, therefore 
think that least the eleventh and twelfth grades there 
should little time spent formal rhetoric.

The last mentioned was great admirer Cicero, 
and despite the changes that time had produced vocabulary, 
half, least, his vocabulary pure Ciceronian. 

poetry, accent superseded quantity, although must 
not think that accent was not factor even Horace’s day. 
Rime also became more prominent. 


Genuine Medieval Latin 

The centuries following form the genuine field Medieval 
Latin, rich variety style and theme. Following the year 
1000, poetry and general literature became more prominent 
The rise scholastic philosophy, with its recognition Aris- 
totle, gave new impetus the use Latin, while 
awakened interest the past. 

the universities which arose, where students from every 
nation gathered, Latin was again the medium which dis- 
played the internationalism education. The Renaissance 
brought about return classical forms. would seem 
the careful student this period that more the Greek 
classical Latin that brought into favor this time, than 
its own intrinsic value. 

This period sees also the development the Romance 
languages and the birth modern literature even the 
countries not using Romance tongues. the age the 
cathedral builders. 

Among leaders might mention Venerable Bede, English 
historian and stylist worth the eighth century, Bernard 
Cluny, whose Contemptu Mundi the outstanding 
poetic effort the entire era; Thomas Aquinas, whose works 
developed language philosophy and did much make 
definition permanent thing. The poem mentioned hexam- 
eter, with three-part verse. The first two parts rime and 
the verses rime pairs, giving grace and lightness 
scarcely would expect that dignified measure. 

Latin poetry was fostered the liturgy the Church. 
Most these hymns are still used the liturgy where their 
simplicity, dignity, and spirit prayer, well their poetic 
values, have endeared them every generation. The Dies 
Trae has been called the most sublime hymn inherited from 
the centuries. might mention also the Stabat Mater, 
touching picture Mary the foot the cross, and the 
fervent hymns Thomas Aquinas. 

would impossible, the short time allotted, sketch 
even briefly, the questions vocabulary and construction 
which may arise; thought has been outline the field 
and its leaders historical way. Nor should imagine 
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that during all this time there were not deep students and 
imitators classical style, even long before the established 
date the Humanists. Alcuin, head Charlemagne’s Palace 
School, noted for his interest poetry the classic style. 
Einhard was student the classics, and his writings 
used Seutonius his model. 

the ninth century Lupus Ferrieres, and the tenth, 
Gerbert, afterwards Pope Sylvester II, wrote Ciceronian 
Latin with unquestioned skill. remarkable that Dante 
and Petrarch, besides the brilliant work done their own 
language, wrote classical Latin genuine merit. Seneca 
seems have been Petrarch’s model. The classicists the 
Renaissance are well known. Erasmus, imitator Terence 
style, Sir Thomas More, Balde, Bodin, Muretus, greatest 
the Ciceronians, and John Milton. 

easily seen that knowledge Medieval Latin will 
benefit the student who wishes follow the history the 
classical tradition, and also the student Medieval culture, 
thought, and literature. Just what will for the teacher 
Latin and the average student may now consider. 


Selecting Specimens 

Medieval Latin has suffered from the lack discrimina- 
tion selecting material for judgment. every literary era 
there much written that has little esthetic value. 
Some this may tawdry, some pedantic. Our own times 
are not exceptions this respect. The age which produced 
Tennyson carried vast array trite and inelegant efforts. 
Again, every cycle shall find volumes necessary and 
useful writing business nature, very satisfactory them- 
selves, but not intended literature. Take group such 
writings and you can prove any age uncultured. man who 
would form his opinion American literary achievement 
solely upon collection our smaller newspapers and the 
more brightly covered magazines, would, assuredly, not 
overawed the refinement the day. Selection based upon 
the canons good literature has already begun this field. 
However, the work far accomplished has been the na- 
ture anthologies. One writer very judiciously questions the 
value that form introduction literature. time, 
critical selection from literary viewpoint progresses, the 
leaders will stand out more clearly before they did be- 
fore their contemporaries. characteristic literature 
that endures. This literature has endured and more; has 
proved the permanence Latin the medium literature. 
Good universality appeal. The Latin litera- 
ture the Middle Ages was international interest, stand- 
ing above all the myriad divided interests inherent 
feudal state society. had its day the universality 
whole civilization. expected that literature display 
artistic finish and style. Artistic relative term. varies 
from one cycle another. many factors come bear 
upon this that must endeavor judge the spirit the 
times. Style individualizing note; the writer’s per- 
sonality shown his work. this point the period offers 
variety that both refreshing and confusing. Circumstances 
may have played large part this. The greater number 
the writers were recognized leaders the life around 
with the insight and confidence resulting upon that fact, not 
many literary men other epochs mere observers. 


Cultural Objectives 

Another point that literature should suggestive. 
should carry over into our own lives and experiences. 
grant that human nature ever the same, that find glorious 
proofs Homer and Virgil; surely can find men 
much closer ourselves time, place, and racial character. 

Dr. Foster gives Latin objective, “To give wider 
view life through familiarity with the great civilizations 
remote from the present time and place the cool, calm 
air noncontemporaneous events.” And Dr. Kelsey offers 
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the following one his, “Giving insight into basic civil- 
ization.” this broadened view Latin present not only 
the basic civilization but its actual development down 
modern times. Both the above statements are quoted 
the New York Syllabus for High Schools. 

Under the heading cultural objectives the report the 
classical investigation says: “Development 
perspective and general cultural background through 
increased knowledge facts relating life, history, institu- 
tions, mythology, and religion the Romans, increased 
appreciation the influence their civilization the social 
and political problems today.” 

Surely the clearest way show the classical influence 
modern life and modern problems trace the his- 
torical order and the actual productions which bridge the 
difference. The connection more evident, the changes 
time and place more gradual; the very statement in- 
fluence more plausible. 

Among the formal reasons given for the study literature, 
two, least, apply with particular force the subject 
hand. First the deepening and enriching the emotional life 
the people, and secondly the cultivation high ideals 
conduct. With regard the former can safely said that 
period history rich the romantic element which 
appeals strongly the adolescent years, and some de- 
gree, throughout life. Some the works Walter Scott dem- 
onstrate this, and nearly every great English poet uses it, 
Tennyson with special felicity. the question ideals 
conduct, some the world’s best literature comes from the 
Medieval period works whose very translations display clar- 
ity and solid judgment. would seem that one endeavoring 
bring the minds others the strength and beauty 
the classical Latin would, the scope Medieval Latin, 
find much inspirational value the work. Such acquaint- 
ance would vitalize history, would put human touch upon 
the study itself, would fit the subject into the general scheme 
things way that would arouse the interest the pupil. 
And because this closer contact and unbroken continuity

hears constantly creative work the teach- 
ing English—the writing verse, plays, and 

short stories. Sometimes the finds 
expression not writing but the making anthology, 
each poem, perhaps, illustrated colorful picture clipped 
from magazine; scrap books, too, are often source 
pleasure and profit the student English. 

Why could not one these letter devices used the 
teaching first-year French? After all—thus soliloquized 
the language means expression, and the 
beginning student acquire genuine interest French, 
must needs learn express himself that language. This 
desired end not achieved ordinary classroom pro- 
cedure; must come about freer, more stimulating man- 
ner. This manner reasoning eventually led the adop- 
tion the methods described this article. 

The class consisted ten lively girls from the sophomore, 
junior, and senior classes. Their ages ranged from thirteen 
seventeen; their abilities, from mediocre very superior. 
One girl only had the advantage hearing French spoken 
home. All them had had least one year Latin one 
senior had pursued the subject for three years, and Latin 
was not offered, she decided study French. Most 
them entered the class because other modern language

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the pupil, seeing the whole panorama civilization spread 
out before him through the medium Latin, would value 
Latin more and seek come into closer contact with its 
leaders who are the classical writers teach. This attitude 
mind should logically produce the type interest, personal 
activity, and inquiry, which constitute need the mind 
the pupil. 

have attempted trace the debt owe Latin, 
Pagan and Christian. recognize the immeasurable benefit 
the literature all ages the great Augustans; their 
leadership ever admitted where poetry and oratory are 
known. acknowledge the power and versatility the 
tongue they used, and its wondrous vitality displayed 
through history. have seen the leaders another age 
take again their medium expression. may find 
the Romance languages, very different among themselves, 
and still Latin. use its derivatives our own language 
constantly, for the dignity and conciseness they guarantee us. 
comes before the medium culture every step 
the way, the advance great civilization. And ask 
coming down from the Forum and the Senate House 
where the voice Cicero thrilled, from the vine-clad hills 
dear Virgil. comes through the Vandal terror, 
through feudal ambition, through the soft light old cathe- 
drals and the silence ancient monasteries, through the halls 
universities just springing into being. Its voice echoed 
from the courts kings almost forgotten. rises above the 
clash arms and the intrigue statesmen. And history looks 
while offered our time and country, the eager 
minds Young America. 

Should still wish call dead language let 
that pride possession shown the words Voices 
the Sea: 

“Mine are the winds above 
Mine are the caves below, 
Mine are the dead yesterday 
And the dead long ago.” 


was offered that year; French was their only choice. Some, 
thinking this would blithely dropped their 
Latin the end year and substituted French. Not one, 
perhaps, had entered the class becayse overwhelming 
desire learn the language. 

The writer felt that little could acomplished the way 
creative work the first quarter, but she paved the way for 
making French far practicable the language 
the classroom. the first class meeting the children were 
taught use French making the sign the cross; 
few days short aspirations were learned. Later the “Hail 
Mary” and “Our Father” were memorized and daily recited 
class. Simple idioms were gradually introduced, were 
expressions concerning the weather, the telling time, and 
the routine daily life. 

The morning the eighth September the class found 
the following sentence the blackboard: C’est aujourd’hui 
féte naissance Bienheureuse Vierge. Every holy- 
day like expression formed some part the classwork. 
The words were pointed the teacher read them that 
the listeners had both visual and auditory images each 
word. The language was thus closely associated with their 
daily life. 

important factor the development feeling 
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familiarity for the language was the text used Camerlynck’s 
France here few words relative the merits the 
book will not out place. Its distinctive merit lies not 
the fact that each lesson developed entirely French 
other books have this because the human 
interest predominating throughout. 

After number introductory lessons dealing with such 
topics wearing apparel, houses, furniture, and classrooms, 
the reader introduced delightful French family, “la 
famille Richard.” The class developed genuine interest 
and Mme. Richard and their four children, Madeline, 
Roger, Colette, and Francois. From reading few lessons 
concerning the daily life the three younger children the 
pupils acquired some practical information concerning school 
life France. 

Then there are lessons all illustrated dealing with the 
Paris home the “famille Richard.” The girls were espe- 
cially interested the lessons describing Madeline’s room, 
the dining room, the “salon,” and the kitchen. The cook and 
the maid became real persons for them. Conversations 
class took the form dramatization, members the class 
assuming the various family 

The originality and resourcefulness displayed this work 
was constant delight and revelation. first they gave 
verbatim the dialog the text; later they up” their 
own “scenes.” this connection may not out place 
say that some the students gifted with language ability 
but lacking histrionic talent, acquired new respect for 
their less able classmates. 

Two students would frequently entertain the 
class means telephone conversation French. 
course they made mistakes often ludicrous ones but the 
mistakes seemed promote better feeling since everyone 
joined the laugh after the presentation when the errors 
were pointed out. 

But there were other ways quickening their interest. 
One morning crossword puzzle confronted them from the 
blackboard. They found this great fun though took the 
united efforts the group solve it. The teacher suggested 
that those who wished construct similiar puzzles 
used means entertaining the club their next 
social meeting. 

For there was club. Jeanne d’Arc was adopted patron, 
and the end the year, not little information had been 
collected about this beloved daughter France. Usually 
class period was given over the club every two weeks; 
more rarely social meeting was held. 

Seeing that the class responded enthusiastically every 
suggestion thus far given, the writer conceived the idea 
French scrapbook. She suggested that since the pictures 
their text were not colored they might improve upon them 
finding colored pictures corresponding those described 
their text. 

Then began campaign for the collection magazines. 
Material was soon heaped high the classroom table. The 
pupils were directed look through them during their leisure 
time for appropriate pictures houses and individual 
rooms. 

Charming cozy “chambers,” and artistic 
théques” were discovered. Group descriptions were developed 
during the class period. Phrases, such “to the right,” “in 
the corner,” were taught they were needed. The distinc- 
tion between “une table écrire” and “une table toilette” 
soon became very evident and brains were racked for fitting 
words. Since colored pictures only were permitted more 
descriptive words were brought into play. The pupils were 
oblivious the fact that they were making use the rules 
they had studied concerning the position adjectives, object 
pronouns, and adverbs. Sometimes they consulted other texts 
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for words not found their own books. This enlarged their 
vocabularies and gave them added power expression. And 
was all “fun”! 

After one two these group descriptions three four 
pictures would displayed the bulletin board, and each 
student was required hand written description one 
picture. Sometimes class period was devoted this work. 
These compositions were corrected and returned. 

the end the first semester the scrapbooks were all in; 
they were different their youthful makers. One pupil 
with decided flare for interior decorating had selected the 
most artistic settings; since her written work was corres- 
pondingly good, the result was far more than the teacher had 
anticipated. 

Seeing how well the students responded the individual 
projects, the teacher proposed that they make class scrap- 
book for her use. They generously acceded this 
magazines were again contribute, but for the group project 
the teacher made her own choice pictures. 

Since the scrapbook was really class project and since the 
pupils were given the remainder the year which 
finish it, was more ambitious piece work than what 
they had heretofore undertaken. Only the best written work 
appeared the class book, some pupils having twice many 
themes others. But every pupil the class had least 
one written composition her credit. Some contributed more 
pictures than others. 

One ingenious youngster who chose describe picture 
grocery store the foreground which were lady 
probable purchaser and grocer’s boy, adopted the dia- 
log form. The class had studied two three lessons from 
the text concerning vegetables, fruits, meats, and dairy 
products, the idea was readily developed with aid from 
the teacher. 

This final project was means which the students were 
enabled give full reign their creative ability. Their tools 
were pictures, text, class discussions, vocabulary; imagina- 
tion wielded the tools. 

number assigned themes could have achieved the 
same results; the pupils felt that they were making some- 
thing their very own, something worth while. The play 
instinct factor reckoned with even with high-school 
students. was the factor which was appealed the 
making the scrapbooks; was “fun,” building book 
one’s own. 

One has only visit many present-day classrooms hear 
the traditional exercises, see the bored expres- 
sions the faces the students, order understand why 
many boys and girls after year’s pursuit language, 
turn their backs upon forever. Students gifted with lan- 
guage ability pursue such courses true—not because 
the methods, rather spite them. 

The writer feels that these first-year students have de- 
veloped genuine interest French. Needless say she 
looking forward another year’s adventuring French. 
For adventuring has been the field students’ interests 
and abilities. Surprises were encountered various stages 
the journey, but few, indeed, were the dull moments en- 
countered the way.

cation. The books published Catholics must ex- 
hibit sound scholarship and good literary expression. 
There must less “stop-gaps.” have myself had 
couple publishers reject books because could see 
reason why they should published the ground 
quality, even though they were timely subject. 
Catholic colleges must not attempt things for 
which they are not equipped personnel, library, 
other essential equipment. They should scrutinize 
themselves with regard dubious educational prac- 
tices, such giving correspondence work for which 
they have facilities, and accepting for credit with- 
out limit; giving excessive credit for degrees 
examination, giving graduate work extension 
courses, using part-time teachers large numbers, 
engaging teachers merely because they are

Knowledge Church and Altar 
for 


The new emphasis the liturgy certainly one 
the most significant aspects modern teaching 
religion the Church. must everything our 
power have the child learn quite early raise 
his mind and heart and soul with the Church its 
official corporate prayer. 

basic, even elementary information will help the 
child understand and more readily comprehend the 
human well religious significance the 
liturgy, should give him that information early. 
Sometimes, the far-reaching significance ultimate 
objectives, lose sight the necessary little steps 
that must build start our way the larger 
objectives. One these the teaching the liturgy 
that the child should learn much can under- 
stand about the Church building, its altars, bap- 
tismal fount, holy water, and other sacramentals, and 
especially everything used the Mass, from the altar 
cloth the chalice itself. The child should have all 
these things explained him the Church itself 
their natural setting, preferably the pastor himself. 
This should definitely fix the child’s mind the ter- 
minology which too often now feels uncertain about. 
And high-school and college teachers will find the same 
uncertainty with their students. 

This may dealing with the “externals” the 
Church and religion. grant that. While they must 
not become primary, they must not neglected. They 
are needed for understanding and intelligent practice. 
They will help make more vivid our own worship.

Treatment current events classes often waste- 
ful, indeed. The facts are not always certain and the 
newspaper presentation the facts too frequently 
dubious.

Experiment Vocabulary 
Building, the School 


Belleau 


EAR the beginning the semester became evident 
that most the students 10A English class could 

not adequately express their thoughts because they had 
very limited vocabulary. This conclusion was reached 
having the students write the blackboard paragraphs from 
their compositions. Then the remainder the class discussed 
whether not the choice words these paragraphs ex- 
pressed precisely the thought the writer intended convey. 
The young critics peinted out that certain words expres- 
sions should improved; but the majority instances 
they were not successful substituting better word. 

The class was informed that they would spend little 
time each day conscientiously improving their vocabulary, 
they eventually would receive better grades all their 
classes, for they would learn express themselves better both 
their oral recitations and their written work. addition 
they would improve their ability understand the contents 
their textbooks. 

After this general discussion the benefits derived 
from improving one’s vocabulary, many students were anxious 
know how proceed increase their knowledge the 
meanings and uses words. result, was proposed 
devote approximately ten minutes class time each day 
vocabulary building the whole class would join enthusias- 
tically the plan promising study least fifteen min- 
utes day outside class. 

able ascertain later what progress the students had 
made, the instructor administered three tests: the Thorndike 
Test Word Knowledge, Form the Haggerty Reading 
Test, Form and theme “My Greatest Experience” written 
during the class period. The results will discussed later 
connection with the final tests. 

After two class periods had been utilized discussing and 
giving examples the growth the English language, Greek 
and Latin elements the English language were studied. The 
precedure was follows: 

The meanings the principal stems were studied the rate 
ten day. Both the stems and their meanings were written 


the blackboard for students copy their notebooks and for 
class drill. 
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Students were asked they knew words derived from these 
stems. 

Each day the class was tested the previous day’s drill. 

Next, the same procedure above was followed studying 
the meanings the principal prefixes and suffixes. 


The procedure studying derivatives was follows: 


All the derivatives Thorndike’s Teacher’s Word List 
except those already known per cent the class were 
studied. 

Fifteen these words were written the blackboard daily. 

Students would analyze the words telling the meaning 
the prefix, stem, and suffix each word. 

Students would use the words correctly oral sentence. 

Frequently the class was asked suggest synonyms and an- 
tonyms for the words the blackboard. 

Derivatives not included Thorndike’s list were studied. 
Students obtained these words from their reading, observation, 
the dictionary. 

their weekly themes students were requested use 
many possible the words studied class during the week. 


Below are the results the tests administered the be- 
ginning and the end the semester. 

The Thorndike Test Word Knowledge: February Form 
average 67; Form average 76. 

The Haggerty Reading Test: February Form A—score for 
words, 877; score for sentences, 765; score for paragraphs, 1,170; 
total, 2,981; average score class, 82.7. 

*June Form for words, 1,125; score for sentences, 
814; score for paragraphs, 1,240; total, 3,179; average score for 
class, 96.3. 

Results theme test wrote both the February 
and the June themes class the same topic. average 
the February themes were page length and the June themes 
were page and half. Only words correctly used were counted. 
Below tabulation the number words, used the themes, 
that are Thorndike’s Teacher’s Word List.

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Planned Teaching, 


the days when children were peremptorily directed 
“work the next twenty problems interest” “take the next 
three pages the geography text,” there was little need for 
the teacher make careful plans for tomorrow’s work 
beyond making certain that she could arrive the correct 
answers for “the twenty interest problems.”

But that does not mean that the criticism was 
not definite and specific, and that statements partial truths 
were not promptly challenged.
